for steel rails ever, given. It means that 
the iron and steel market for «ext year 
will be 'tied up, all other things being 
laid aside to fill this ' order.

sity be higher, but how much, cannot 
be. predicted.

The steel output of the entire country 


amounts to only a .. little more .than 
6,000;000 tons a year, and ot this nearly 
one-fourth "will be used next year for 
this order of rails alone. The ore out- 
put amounts to from 12,000,000;to 13,-

TESTING '"A NEW 
SHELL. 


The Isham Vrojcctlle 
Astonishes 


Number of Experts. 


The first- considerable quantity of a 


high explosive to be fired .£roni an or- 
dinary gun .against .armor' -was sent 
against a 12-inch Harveyized plate at 
the Sandy Hook proving grounds re- 
cently. The projectile was a shell in- 
vented by Willard S. Isham, carrying 
129% pounds of explosive gelatine and 
-weighing, loaded, a little more than 
1,000 pounds. It was fired from an or- 
dinary 12-inch sea-coast defense gun 
-with, a reduced charge, so that the 
velocity of.the projectile at the plate 
•was..about the same as if it had be«m 
fired' -with a full1 service charge of pow- 
der at a distance -of two miles. The 
plate was backed with square 
oak 


beams arid.20.feet of sand. The beams 
were so arranged as to represent more 
strength than the ordinary framing be- 
hind the armor of a battleship. To 
make the test conform yet more to the 
condition of firing against an armored 
battleship, the plate was set at an 
angle of 45 degrees to the line of fire. 
There is no form of armor-piercing 
shell.made that will perforate Harvey- 
ized armor plate set at that.angle, and 
it was not expected that the Isham 
shell would penetrate it. In fact, there 
was considerable diversity of opinion 
as to just what it would do, and a good 
many persons were interested in' *he 
results of yesterday's test. There was 
still doubt as to what had happened 
when the testing party started for the 
scene of the explosion from the firing 
point. 
The thick, dark smoke from 


the explos,on of the shell showed that 
tne xull energy of 'its contents had not 
been developed, owing to an imperfect 
detonation. If perfectly detonated a 
perfectly white smoke is made 'in 
spite .of the imperfect detonation the 
plate of armor was dented in about two 
inches and was blown -through its oak 
backing and through a corner of the 
big sand pile, 17 feet from where 
had been set up.—New York Sun. 
it

London, Oct. 26.— The proposed at- 


tack . of . the combined forces of Sir 
George S. White and Gen. Yule on the 
Orange Free Staters who are supposed. 
to be coming through Tintwa pass is 
still to be realized so far as any re^ 
ports reaching London are concerned. 
The British continue to stand in read- 
iness for. battle, but, apparently, the 
enemy is still out of 'sight. 


All reports from the front predict 


an early, sanguinary fight, but, unless 
the.action comes quickly, Gens. "White 
and. Yule will have to meet not the 
Orange Free Staters alone, but. the 
combined forces 
of 


Boers and -the Free 
Gen. Joubert. 


the 
Transvaal 


Staters, under 


The fact that the Free Staters did 


not make their expected appearance 
yesterday through Tintwa pass leads 
.to the well-grounded belief that the 
Boers have been made aware of the 
British concentration and have turned 
their'course so as to join Joubert's 
Boer force without interruption. 


In' case the two united forces col- 


lide it is quite likely the most impor- 
tant engagement of the war will be 
fought. 


The .war office is still in the dark 


regarding the true size of either Jou- 
tert's or the Free State legions, as.the 
'estimates range all the way'from 16,- 
000 to 30,000. 


The combined total size of the two 


British forces was Tuesday night giv- 
en as from 10,000 to 12,000. Tester- 
day, 
however, the figures were re- 


duced'to 7,000 or 8,000 men, which-are 
all that can be spared from Ladysmith 
and other, points, which must neces- 
sarily be guarded, and whereas it was 
on Tuesday claimed that the British 
-had a total of fifty guns it is now 
stated that they have only thirty-six.

The falling of nine columns of the 


temple at El Karriak sweeps away one 
of .the most magnificent ami celebrated 
relics of ancient Egyptian architecture. 


For thousands of years the temple of 


Ammon has been unmatched in size 
and beauty. Tourists of this later day 
considered their Egyptian tour incom- 
plete if they did not include this his- 
toric spot in their wanderings. Those 
who. ascend, the Nile by steamer gen- 
erally spend a day or'two in the neigh- 
borhood. The center of interest has 
always been the great hypostyle hall, | 
which has been reckoned among the 
wonders of the world. 


The Nile has been the greatest ene- 


my to Karnak, but the forest of col- 
.umns bas through the centuries resist- 
ed its invasions. Much damage, how- 
ever, was done by the inundation of 
1SS7, aud pillars .long tottering and out 
of the perpendicular have, it appears, 
at length given way. Many more would 
probably have fallen long ago but that 
they are supported by inclined planes 
of debris. 
Under the guidance of. 


French antiquarians the natives have 
of late years done much in the way of 
shoring up columns which have seem- 
ed on the verge of tumbling. 


Tbe great ball of Karcak, the most 


notable of the monuments of the Egyp- 
tian Thebes, is 170 feet long and 32!) 
feet wide. The stone roof was sup- 
ported by 134 columns, the loftiest 
nearly'70 feet high and above 72'feet 
in diameter. There are 16 rows of these 
columns, the largest o'f which require 
six men, with outstretched arms, to 
span them. 


The temple was founded l)y User- 


tesen I, probably on the site of a still 
earlier temple. Originally it. was but 
a small building, constructed of lime- 
stone and saudstone, with granite door- 
ways. The inside was decorated with 
16 sided pillars. The second and third 
Amenernhats added some work to it, 
and the princes of the thirteenth and 
fourteenth dynasties adorned it .with 
statues and tables of offerings.

INTERESTING ANTIPODEAN. 


Author o* New Zealnnd'ii Compulso- 
ry Arbitration JLaiv Noiv Vl*itln« U«. 


William Pember Reeves of New Zea- 


land, who is now in this country for 
the purpose of visiting the Philadel- 
phia Export exposition, is a most inter- 
esting antipodean. He Is the father of 
the compulsory arbitration law which 
has put New Zealand in the forefront 
of sociological progress. 


New Zealand is the only country In 


the world which has such a law. 
It 


has been in operation for five years. 
That it has worked successfully 'is 
shown by the fact that for four, years 
there has not been a strike or any oth- 
er form of labor troubles in that coun- 
try. It is estimated that the law has 
saved .New Zealand many millions of 
dollars. 


The working of the law Is. simple to 


understand. 
When a labor organiza- 


tion has a grievance, it cannot order a 
strike. It must submit to official arbi- 
tration. The employer must do the 
same. Both must abide by the de~

Amentolep III corrected this defect 


He erected a sixth and still more mas- 
sive pslon better suited for the facade 
As it now. stood the temple surpassed 
even the boldest architectural enter- 
prises' hitherto attempted, 
but the 


pharaohs of the nineteenth dynasty 
succeeded in doing more. 


During the whole century three kings 


labored to perfect this hypostyle hall 
Barneses I conceived the idea, Seti fin- 
ished the bulk of the work and Rn- 
meses II wrought nearly the whole of 
the decorations. The pharaohs of tho 
next following dynasties vied with 
each other for such blank spaces as 
might be found wherein' to engrave 
their names, and so share the glory of 
the three founders, but further they 
did not venture. 


Left thus, however, the monument 


was still incomplete, as it needed one 
last pylon and a colonnaded court. 
Nearly three centuries elapsed before 
the task was again taken, in.hand. 


At last Babastile kings decided to be- 


gin the colonnade, but their work was 
as feeble as their resources were limit- 
ed. Finally the Ptolomies, faithful to 
the traditions of the native monarchy, 
throw themselves Into tbe work, but 
their labors were interrupted by revolts 
at Thebes and the earthquakes of the 
year before Christ, which destroyed 
part of the temple, so that the pylon re- 
mained forever unfinished.

Is dispute or threatened trouble, either 
tbe employer or the trades union may 
ask for arbitration. But tbe workmen 
cannot strike, nor can the employer 
discharge them, while the case is pend- 
ing, under penalties provided by 'the 
law." 


Sir. Reeves is a New Zealander and 


was for five years minister of 'educa- 
tion and minister of labor in that an-'- 
tipodean British colony. 


It was in the latter capacity that he 


drafted the law which has been in 
operation nearly five years and is pro- 
nounced a success in its operation by 
all classes. He is a tall, thin, nervous 
man of 45 years, with an expression 
of face which denotes constant think- 
ing and study. Ha is now the agent 
general of New Zealand in London.
